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PEACE FOLLOWS WAR 

The Struggle in Brazil Is Prac- 
tically Ended. 



THE IN8DR0ENTS HAVE LOST. 



1 in- r i i>. I Force* Have Surrendered Cn- 
conditionally Almost Without Firing ■ 
Shot— A French Vennel PuU to ftea With 
the Rebel Officer* on Board — A Bombard- 
ment of Three Hour*' Duration. 

Rio Janeiro, March 14. The war is 
practically over, and the cause of the in- 
surgents is a lost one. There is much 
rejoicing In this city at the culmination 
of the struggle, which has continued so 
many month", with no object Seeming y 
but to hamper business and destroy 
property. 

The reliel forces have surrendered un- 
conditionally, almost without firing a 
■hot. The officers of the insurgent fleet 
have taken refuge on board French and 
Portuguese warships. One French ves- 
sel has put to sea with many of the rebel 
officers on board. 

It is said that Admiral Da Uama is on 
board the British warship Sirius. 

Yesterday at 12 o'clock precisely the 
bar fortress opened fire upon FortVil- 
legaignou. In a short time the govern- 
ment forces at Fort Armacao and Fort 
Uragoata joined in the bombardment. 
The flje was not returned by the in- 
surgents. The bombardment was con- 
tiuned until 8 o'clock, when it ceased. 

Castello, Han Bento, Saude, Curvello 
and all the city batteries then opened;a 
furious fire upon Fort Villcgaignon and 
the insurgent warship Tamandare. The 
tire was also directed upon the insur- 
gent works at Cobras island and at other 
places. 

The forces at Enchadaa lowered the 
hospital flag and hoisted the insurgent 
ensign. / 

The garrison at Governor's island also 
took part in the attack on Fort Vill • 
gaignon, which was badly hammered by 
the goverum.nt guns. 

The works on Cobras island took fire, 
but the dames were soon extinguished. 

The tiring of the batteries lasted for an 
hour. No great damage was done. The 
insurgents did not fire a shot, husband- 
ing their ammunition. 

At 4 o'clock the government fleet ap- 
peared off the harbor, the tori>edo boat 
Aurora leading. The other vessels in 
the fieet were the Nictheroy, Ann nca, 
Itaipu, Bahia, Tiradciites and Parahyba 
and two steamers and five torpedo boats. 

Immediately upon the appearance of 
the squadron the rebels hauled down the 
white ensign from oue of the ships, 
which was lying near Enchadas, and 
hoisted a signal, which was answered 
from ashore. A launch containing an 
officer then went from one insurgent 
ship to another, and each vessel lowered 
the white Hag. Two torpedo boats from 
the government fleet outside then en- 
tered the bay. One of them went to 
Fort Villegaignon, and it was shortly 
followed by the launch from the rebel 
ihip. A few minutes later the white 
ensign came down from the tort, and at 
5:45 o'clock the government fleet came 
up the bay, being a welcome sight to the 
anxious people on shore. 

As the vessels made their way up the 
bay they were saluted by the various 
government batteries. 

The greatest excitement prevails in the 
city. The streets are crowded and every 
where can be heard the cry of "Viva 
Peixoto." For the last two dsys the 
streets have been packed with i>eople 
and all the available trucks mid hand- 
carts have been busy carrying household 
goods and p lsoual effects out of the 
city. 

The tram cars were jammed until it 
was learned that the struggle whs over. 
This was most joyful news to the people 
who fully expected that a battle was at 

There has been much suffering in the 
city. All business BOOM have beeu 
closed and it has been very difficult to 
get food. The whole available pottos 
force has been on duty constantly, Lut 
there has been little disturbance.

WABASH IN THE OIL BELT. 

The Que«ttoa to Be ■T.tematlrally Io- 
veittlrated Thin Heaeon. 

Wabash. Ind.. March 14. -The Butler 
Oil company of Pittsburg is leasing thou- 
sands of acres of oil lands in Liberty 
township, this county. These are the 
first oil leases made, although large 
trac t") In the southern half of the county 
have been leased to gas companies. t-il 
prospectors say that there is a rich oil 
field extending in a northwesterly di- 
rection from Portland and Hartford City 
into this county, and there are great an- 
ticipations of a strike near Lafontaine. 

Last week oil in paying quantities was 
fonnd at Landessville. Grant county, 10 
miles southeast of Lafontaine. and the 
Butler company, which expects to put 
down wells at once near the latter place, 
are confident of getting producers. By 
the conditions of the leases signed by 
many Wabash county farmers, tue com- 
pany binds itself to begin drilling wells 
within six months, and if natural gas is 
struck it is to furnish the land owners 
free fuel and $100 a well per annum. 

Iu the event of an oil stiike, the oil is 
to be sold to the Standard company, and 
one-eighth ot the proceeds of the sale of 
the product is to be given the property 
owner. Until the land is developed the 
company is to pay the agreed rental of 
$1 an acre. Within a few months it will 
be known positively whetkier Wabash 
county is or is not in the Indiana oil 

belt. 

NUNS AS TEACHERS. 

Injunction Asked in Behalf of 1'ubllo 
IphoaU at FltUburK. 

Pittsbl'Ro, March 14.— P. T. Kerr 
state councillor of the Junior Order of 
American Mechanics, aril live others 
members of the order, ap pear ed before 
Judge McCliing, in the county eour s. 
and made application for an in- 
junction restraining the Riverside pub- 
lic school board from employing mem- 
bers of religious orders, wearing the 
garb of the order, as teachers iu the 
school. The bill also usk* that the sis 
ters now engaged there be not permit 
ted to remain in the public schools as 
teachers, or otherwise, while wearing 
the garb of their order, or iu any 
known religious or sectarian capacity 
It recites farther that the Riverside 
board is maintaining a private sec- 
tarian parochial school as a depart- 
ment of the public schools in deroga- 
tion of the right* of the children, par 
euts, citizens and taxpayers, and in 
violation of the law. that they propose 
to apply to the central board of educa- 
tion to obtain colorable legal authoriza- 
tion to ratify the engagement and pref 
ence of the sisters as teachers. Judge 
McClung took the papers and fixed Sat 
urday, March :24, for a heariug. This 
evening the central board of education 
will meet, ami it is expected the matter 
of granting teachers certificates to the 
nuns will come up for consideration.

Lotisvii i.k, March 14.— The biggest 
fleet ol coal ever in charge of a single 
tow loft Louisville yesterday for down 
the river joints. The Joe B. Williams 
took the floating field of black diamonds, 
which covers eight acres of water 
surface, contains over a million bushels, 
and, if hauled by rail, would make a 
train of care 11 l-'J miles long, or 70 
locomotives pulling a train ol M cars 
each. This would moan about 1,520 
flatcars. and there would be 500 tons to 
each locomotive. 

The coal is the property of Charles 
Jutto & Company, the big Pennsylvania 
coal field owners, and is under the per- 
sonal charge of Gus Jutte, one of the 
members of the firm. The coal alone, 
not counting the boats, at the least esti 
mate, is worth fully *ii0,<)00.

The Virginia Lake got to the Brieoo at 
2 o'clock Monday morn ng, supplied her 
with provisions and began towing at 
daylight. The bulkhead is leaning, uud 
there is water among the caruo, out l ie 
damage at present is unk own. in a 
few days more the ship would aavf.

Ten hardy young Norwegians, am 
bitious and experienced in a^ tic explora- 
tion, will join the partv in Norway. MM 
the expedition will sail from Tromsoe, 
Norway, for the islands of Spitzbergen 
aliout the 1st of May. At Dane's island, 
winch is very near the eightieth parallel 
— that point of latitude so tar north that 
many explorers have never reached and 
few have tver passed it headquarters 
will be established, and then the party 
will steam to the edge of the great ice 
pack about a degree farther north 
After a landing is effected the st* nnier 
will return to Dane's island, and about 
the 10th or 1'ith of May the dash for the 
l>ole will begin. 

That marvelous new metal, nhnin 
nm, has been utilized in the eooatTUUtion 
of sled gas, boats huI other appiratn<, 
and thus equipped with far lighter j>ara 
uhemalia than any previous explorer 
Mr. Wellman expects to be able to push 
on north at the rate of from ll to ^0 
miles tier day. As he will have only 
about eOO miles to travel before the {h>1c 
is reached, he expects to reach either 
that goal or a point very near it iu ■<* 
days. He will tuen (return to the ed;

Mr. Wellman has carefully studi. i 
the great problem ls-fore him and ex 
pects to profit by the knowlege gained by 
previous explorers who have travel* 
the pack and to avoid their mistakes 
His earlv start is for the purjiose of getting 
far north before the pack begins its drift 
toward the south. Away back in is. 7 
Sir Edward Parry pushed on northward 
over the pack at the rate of fro.n 10 to 
20 miles per day, but his heavy t <,•*.. page 
compelled h.ui to break his loads into 
parts and puss from five to seven t ines 
over the same road. 

Other explorers, handicapjieil withotd 
time siedges aud boats, have l>een coui- 
p.dled to progress in the same slow man- 
ner, but Mr. Weilman ladieves tnat 
with his light aluminum outfit retracing 
his steps '■■■!> be unnecessary, a. id tuat 
every mile traveled will take him a pule 
farther toward the pole.

Members of his party will be sent back 
from time to time to the edge of the ice 
pack with letters describing the ptOgreM 
of tho expedition and the discoveries 
made by tne explorers. At the edge of 
the ice pack the dispatches will be taken 
on board Mr. W oilman's steamer, which 
will return to Norway, whence the world 
will receive the news. 

Whether Mr. Wellmau's dash for tho 
pole will be successful or not remains to 
bo seen, but if his novel plan is 
even partly carried out he will suc- 
ceed in reaching u degree of latitude 
farther north than that reached by 
any previous explorer.

. f NGLI8H HOUSE OF LORDS. 

The lloiue of Common* ftsSSSfl Rr«olutlou 
to Aholi*h It. 

London, March 14. -In the house of 
commons yesterday Mr. Henry La- 
bonchere proposed as an amendment to 
the address in reply to the queen's 
speech, abolishing the house of lords. 
After some discussion and considerable 
excitement, the amendment was put to 
a vote and was passed, 147 to 145, in 
spite of the opposition of the govern- 
ment. 

The division on Mr. Laboui-lipre's 
amendment to abolish the house of lords 
occurred earlier than was expected, aud 
many of the canvassers were absent at 
dinner. The majority was composed of 
78 McCarthy ites and Partu llites. the re 
iimiuder being Radicals. 

When the division paper was handed 
to Mr. Labouchere, a tremendous cheer 
broke from the Irish and Radical benches 
and the members standing below the 
gangway. Mr. Tanner was excitedly 
cheering and waving his handkerchief, 
while the government tellers looked pale, 
especially Chief Whip Ellis. All the 
ministers looked downcast, while Mr. 
Balfour snub d ironically. 

What the outcome of this victory 
will bo can not be prophisied. Sensa- 
tionalists talk of the cabinet resigning 
and a general turnover of English poll 
tics, while the more coiiM-rvative olasSM 
maintain that the amendment being 
passed at a time When the government 
forces were a'nsint, it will amount w 
nothing more than a nine days wonder. 

It is, however, generally conceded that 
the Roseb ry administration has been 
ushered in in a manner not to be desired 
or applauded. Editorially, the morning 
t apers concede this fact, even though 
they belittle the episode of the day.

KENTUCKY CROPS. 



What the State Commissioner of Ag 
ricultural Has to Say of the 
Outlook 

State Commissioner ot Agriculture Mc- 
Dowell has resumed ti is monthly crop re 
ports. In the one just issued he says: 

" We have had an unusual warm win 
ter, very much like spring up to January 
24th and 25th, when the thermometer 
dropped down to eight and ten degrees 
below zero, making a very fair ice spell, 
which most everyone took advantage of 
and filled their ice-houses. Grains of all 
kinds were looking very fine, and wheat 
in many places was looking too forward 
Some correspondents think that the 
freeze of the 25th injured the wheat to 
some extent, but many others think the 
cold weather just before the snow did 
more harm than the first freeze. Wheat 
was badly lifted out of the ground in all 
poor Bpote, but the snow following just 
after the freeze was a very great advan- 
tage. 

"From the report of the Secretary of Ag- 
riculture at Washington, the shortage of 
the wheat crop of 1803 is very marked ; 
the total product is estimated at 396, 131,- 
725 bushels, which falls below the aver- 
age for the ten years 1880 to 1890, to the 
amount of 53,5(58,364 bushels, and is 84,- 
048,95<> bushels less than the average 
crop for the years 1890 to 1893 inclusive. 
The falling off in price has been equally 
as great ; the average government price 
is placed at 52 cents a bushel, the [lowest 
price reached for many years past. The 
average price for Kentucky is 57 cents. 
The condition of the present crop on 
March 1 is placed at 93 per cent. 

"Correspondents report an unusual 
amount of corn ground broke for this 
spring planting. This plan of fall and 
winter plowing is being adopted more 
and more every year. It is very benefi- 
cial to the soil to turn under green stub- 
ble in the fall, and the ground is in such 
a fine fix for planting in the spring. 
The value of the corn crop tor 1893 is es- 
timated at $591,025,fi27, and although it 
is only a small fraction short in bushels, 
comparatively, its money value to the 
farmer will be $50,000,000 less. The corn 
crop in Kentucky was very short in most 
parts of the State, but the farmers began 
to husband it very early, many of them 
feeding their hogs on wheat .thereby sav- 
ing a large part of their crop for winter 
purposes, and to-day is worth very little 
more than it was last fall. 

"Rye— Comparatively few counties re- 
port raising it. 

"Barley— Very much like rye. Only 
a very few counties are raising it. Per 
cent., 97. 

"Mules— There is a falling of 10 per 
cent, in the number of mules in the State. 
The Government report makes an in- 
crease of a small per cent.; and a falling 
off in price from $70.98, in January, 1893, 
to ltt.17. 

"Horses— The condition of horses in 
the State is reported good, and, aa is al- 
ways the case with all kinds of stock 
when the price is low, there fceems to be 
a surplus. The report of the sales in the 
past few months indicate very little de- 
mand, and at very low prices. 'Tisbut 
a few years back that to own a good trot- 
ter a man was considered lucky, and a 
sate investment to huy one— but the re- 
cent sales make the future somewhat 
gloomy. We can certainly hope, how- 
ever, that the worst is over, and can look 
for hetter times. The government report 
shows a general decrease in the number 
of horses, as compared to the returns of 
1808, of a small per cent, and a very 
large diminution of prices. 

"Hogs— The number of hogs in Ken- 
tucky has increased since my report 
twelve months ago; then it was 75 per 
cent ; now it is placed at 87. 

"Cattle— The number of cattle for 
market in the State is estimated at 91 
per cent. The Government report indi- 
cates a.small per cent, increase over last 
year, and prices not so good. The con- 
dition of cattle in the State is placed at 
94 per cent. 

"Tobacco— From present indications, 
preparations are being made for a full 
average tobacco crop. I have had large 
demand for seed, many from parties to 
whom I sent seed last year. The average 
farm price for tobacco for December last 
was 7.0. 

"Sheep— There seems to be a very 
marked decline in the price of all kind of 
sheep, especially in breeding ewes. Since 
January, 1806, the decline is estimated at 
38 per cent. 

"Fruit As to whether the fruit is killed, 
the answers of the correspondents are 
varied. There were seventeen answered, 
peaches all killed, and only thirteen out 
of a hundred aud fifty answered that ap- 
ples and small fruit were killed. I, there- 
fore, conclude that the peach crop is 
killed, and that apples and small fruit 
are safe, so far."

Since then he has signed many other 
measures, and the law-makers made a 
very creditable record during the session. 

Tuesday morning a communication 
from the Governor announced that he 
had approved and signed sundry bills, 
among which were the bill requiring 
foreign convict-made goods to be stamped 
" convict-made." and the bill fixing the 
salaries of officers and employes of the 
two Mouses of the General Assembly at 
the same figures as allowed by the last 
legislature. 

The bill for the protection of fish in 
the streams of the State was passed 
Monday. The Courier-Journal corre- 
spondent says: Kentucky now has a 
Game and a Fish bill, which, if enforced, 
as they can be, will in three years give 
the Slate a prestige for increase of game. 
Lovers of the rod and gun and those who 
believe in protectingour game owe a debt 
of gratitude to Representative R. K. 
Mart, of Fleming, for the zeal and ability 
with which he championed the two bills 
in the House." 

The bill relating to voluntary assign- 
ments was passed. 

A vote of 48 to 15 passed the bill to 
prevent a violation of local options laws 
by carriers and agents delivering jugs of 
liquor along railway and steamboat 
routes. 

The House passed Mr. Searcy's substi- 
tute for Senate bill 80, which is to enable 
Richmond, and cities of the fourth class, 
through' their City Council, to appoint a 
school bourd. Under the present law it 
was possible for such cities to be left 
without a school board for about I year.

No I in -inln. »s at the War Department. 

Washinoton, March 14.— The war de- 
partment officials have|had no request for 
rations from any one connected with the 
Industrial League, which organization is 
aaid to be contemplating a raid in force 
on Washington, and it may be safely 
predicted that no such requisition is like- 
ly to be honored if it is made. 

Of cwirse the army officers do not 
relish tue threat that the Capitol is to be 
overrun by a horde of unemployed and 
hungry people, as it would add greatly 
to the burdens of the relief organiza- 
tions here. But, touching the implied 
threat of trouble and disturbance in 
•tore for the town if the extraordinary de- 
mands of the fomenters of this Industrial 
League movement are not granted, the 
army officers have no anxiety.
